THE ADVERTISING OF BOOKS TO 
THE PUBLIC. 

The publisher of books sold through the 
trade to the public is, as a general rule, a 
believer in advertising, though he is rarely 
certain of its efficacy. He is constantly try¬ 
ing to prove that his advertising pays either 
himself or the bookseller. If he spends a 
certain amount on advertising one year he 
asks himself whether he would have sold as 
many books on half the sum, or whether, if 
he had spent twice as much, he would have 
shown a commensurate increase in his sales. 

He realizes that he has a different problem 
in his advertising to the public than has the 
manufacturer of most merchandise. It is this 
difference that is generally overlooked by the 
professional advertising man. When a shoe, 
an automobile or a certain kind of soap is ad¬ 
vertised year after year, the advertising is 
cumulative, so that each year’s advertising 
has its effect increased by that which subse¬ 
quently appears. But each book issued is a 
separate piece of merchandise to be ex¬ 
ploited according to its own particular char¬ 
acter. Each book may be said to have a sep¬ 
arate personality. All the publisher spends 
in advertising one book in no way affects the 
sales of the next book. His efforts must be¬ 
gin anew with each title; and when we con¬ 
template the fact of the very brief duration 
of the sales of the average novel, we realize 
the difficulty facing the publisher when he 
attempts to create a demand and sell a large 
edition of a book in a few months, he know¬ 


ing full well by experience that nothing he 
can do will prolong the sales beyond the 
time which the public determines shall be the 
life of that book. There are always notable 
exceptions to this rule—of the brevity of the 
life of the modern novel—and it is these very 
exceptions which sometimes cause the pub¬ 
lisher to try to prolong the sales of a given 
novel in which he has faith, even though ex¬ 
perience has taught him over and over again 
that it can’t be done. 

Many publishers frankly admit that to 
create actual sales is by no means the sole 
object of advertising their publications. They 
say there are three reasons for the adver¬ 
tising of a book: first, to satisfy the author, 
who is becoming so commercial that he will 
turn over his manuscript only to that publisher 
who promises the most advertising; second, 
to satisfy the trade, which demands that 
the publisher shall “get behind and push” 
the book that he sells; and third, (to some 
the least important and certainly the least 
certain of results,) to sell the book direct to 
the readers of the country. 

It probably will not be disputed that fiction 
receives much more than half of each year’s 
advertising appropriation. One house, alone, 
it is said on good authority, spends 76 per 
cent, of its appropriation for advertising on 
fiction. 

The time was when the publisher made a 
simple dignified announcement in a few jour¬ 
nals of literary standing that he was about 
to publish or had just published a book, giv¬ 
ing title, author and price, with perhaps a 
brief note of description. There are a few 
houses who still make dignified announce¬ 
ments; but the great modern demand for fic¬ 
tion has developed what is known as “dis¬ 
play” advertising, in which the advertiser 
uses every known devise of the printer and 
photo-engraver to produce startling effects 
either in picture or in bold-face type in news¬ 
paper and magazine “copy.” The publisher 
also has inserts of from two to eight pages 
printed in colors in the magazines; costly 
posters printed by color process, which he 
imprints for the trade; large quantities of 
descriptive circulars and post-cards, and he 
uses page after page in trade journals telling 
the bookseller how his books are selling. He 
furnishes framed illustrations for window 
displays; and he writes to the trade begging 
for some new idea that will help sell the 
books. 

The publisher knows that much of his ef¬ 
forts and money are wasted; that some of his 
newspaper and magazine advertising is not 
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read, and when read is not convincing and 
compelling; he knows that les* than half of 
his posters are displayed; that a large por¬ 
tion of his circulars are consigned to the 
waste basket, and that often his post-cards 
are not mailed. 

On the whole, there is a feeling of great 
uncertainty in the mind of the publisher as 
to the efficacy of advertising. He knows that 
he must tell the world about his books that 
it may know what there is to read; but the 
very lack of scientific demonstration as to 
what advertising pays and what do< s not 
sometimes leads him to believe that, notwith¬ 
standing his business sense, he gets from ad¬ 
vertising but a small fraction of its possibil¬ 
ities. He feels very certain about the cor¬ 
rectness of his relations with author and 
bookseller; he has no doubts about the man¬ 
ufacturing of his books, or the marketing of 
them to the trade; but he is decidedly uncer¬ 
tain about his advertising. Is there an undis¬ 
covered secret in this part of his business? 
Has he and have all the other publishers, 
notwithstanding their sagacity and business 
sense, overlooked the best methods of pub¬ 
licity? 

The fact that the retail bookseller is just as 
much interested in the results of the general 
advertising of books as is the publisher leads 
to the belief that there is one practical thing 
to be done, namely, to permit a free discussion 
in our columns of the whole question, in the 
belief that some new ideas of practical value 
shall result. 

The discussion might take the form of crit¬ 
icism of present methods; advertising “copy” 
and mediums used; material furnished the 
trade for distribution and display; sugges¬ 
tions of new ideas along lines in present use; 
and untried schemes, etc. 

The bookseller, by way of opening the sub¬ 
ject for discussion, might consider the fol¬ 
lowing questions to serve as a guide to the 
publisher: 

I. Do your customers show that they read 
book advertisements by bringing in clippings 
from newspapers and magazines, or state 
that they have seen the book advertised, 
when inquiring for it? 

II. In your opinion which is the better 
medium for book advertising, newspapers or 
magazines? Or do you think both mediums 
are desirable? 

III. In your judgment would it pay pub¬ 
lishers to advertise in newspapers of other 
cities than New York, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and Boston, as is now the custom? 


IV. If your answer to III. is “Yes,” what 
other cities would you recommend ? 

V. Does it pay you to mail descriptive 
circulars to your customers? 

VI. If your answer to V. is “Yes,” what in 
your judgment is the best form? 

VII. Does it pay you to mail to your cus¬ 
tomers return post-cards descriptive of new 
books with order form on return card ? 

VIII. Do posters in any way assist you 
in sales of books? 

IX. What, in your opinion, is the best 
method of creating a demand for a book in 
your particular locality? 

X. What criticism have you upon present 
advertising method of publishers. 

XI. Suggestions and new ideas on the 
subject of book advertising. 

A free discussion of this subject by the 
trade cannot fail to be of interest and profit 
to all concerned in the selling of books, and 
we trust that booksellers will avail them¬ 
selves of this opportunity to point out to the 
publisher where, in their opinion, the trouble 
lies and', if possible, to point out a remedy. 


PRIZES FOR WINDOW DISPLAYS MAY 
BE DEFINED BY THE POST- 
OFFICE AS LOTTERIES. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Stationers’ Board 
of Trade, held September 8, the following 
letter from L. E. Waterman Co. was read, 
and after due consideration Frederick P. Sey¬ 
mour, Ardius P. Jackson of the Hawkes, 
Jackson Co., and Charles C. Davis of the 
Eaton, Crane & Pike Co., were appointed to 
investigate and report at the next meeting of 
the Board: 

Mr. Henry Bainbridge , President, Stationers’ Board 
of Trade . New York City. 

Dear Mr. Bainbridge: A recent decision, approx¬ 
imately six months old, of the Attorney General, in 
connection with post-office rulings, brings forth the 
following communication from the department 

“The term ‘lottery’ as used in the statute em¬ 
braces all kinds of schemes or enterprises for the 
award of prizes by lot or chance, and it is held by 
the department that a prize which is offered for 
something which is considered ‘best’ in the judg¬ 
ment of the offerer or some one acting for him is 
dependent upon chance. Matter relating to such 
schemes is, therefore, not admitted to the mails 
unless the competition is open freely to all without 
charge or consideration of any kmd, directly or 
indirectly. 

“The department decided that in a scheme in 
which prizes were offered for the best window dis¬ 
play of the goods of a certain manufacturer or con¬ 
cern, a consideration was present by the require¬ 
ment that the display must consist of such goods. 
The particulars of your scheme are not fully known, 
but it is understood that it was conducted upon, 
substantially the same conditions, and if so the 
decision of the department, of course, applies.” 

It is our opinion, as well as that of other sta¬ 
tionery manufacturers, that this is a most incon¬ 
sistent ruling, there being no element of chance 
whatever in window display dressing for contests, 
but purely a matter of skill on the part of the 
dresser. It is a fact that many manufacturers in 
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the stationery line would feel such a ruling; and 
it is our suggestion to you, since a body receives 
recognition much more promptly than individuals, 
that a committee be appointed by you to investigate 
the subject^ on both the part of the manufacturers 
and post-office, in order to determine if the seeming 
inconsistency cannot be regulated, if such be the 
cas.».

AMERICAN BOOKS IN MEXICO. 

The American Consuls in Mexico have 
joined in a symposium of reports to Wash¬ 
ington on the literary tendencies of the Mex¬ 
icans and the market there for books pro¬ 
duced on this side of the international bound¬ 
ary line. Consul General Gottschalk, before 
leaving Mexico City, reported that in the 
central and southern portion of the country 
there was a constant and increasing demand 
for American books and magazines. The 
average Spanish-American taste, he says, in 
books of fiction naturally turns toward the 
class of French novels translated into 
Spanish. 

Of American classic writers of fiction very 
little is generally known save, perhaps, of 
Edgar Allan Poe and some contemporaneous 
writers whose works appeal to the fantastic 
and emotional side of the mind. “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” and certain of President Roose¬ 
velt’s published works occasionally have 
grown popular among Spanish-Americans in 
translated form. The Consul General sounds 
a note of warning to American publishers 
that few Mexican ladies do any reading, and 
that for some years there will be little de¬ 
mand there for the class of literature which 
finds its best market among American women. 
While the Spanish-Americans respect Amer¬ 
ican natural abilities in commerce and in en¬ 
gineering and dental surgery, he say-s they 
are still very far from recognizing the United 
States as a possible source of culture or art. 

Special Agent Butman, at Mexico City, says 
native authorship is an essential feature of 
Mexican text books. Consul General Hanna, 
at Monterey, says newspapers in English are 
common there, and that there is a demand 
for American books and magazines. Consul 
Lespinasse, of Tuxpam, emphasizes the need 
of selling books at low prices. Consular 
Agent Carothers, at Torreon, says the libra¬ 
ries are kept up to date, and that there is a 
market for books of higher grade. Consul 
Miller, at Matamores, indicates that the ris¬ 
ing generation will read and speak English. 

Consul Ellsworth, of Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, 
says translations of American books would 
find a market, and that there is a good mar¬ 
ket for magazines and technical "and trade 
journals. Consul Freeman, at Durango, pre¬ 
dicts that the daily newspapers will create a 
demand for American literature. Consul 
Shaughnessy, at Aguascalientes, contends that 
as a rule the educated classes in his district 
are not good readers, though an American 
news company is pushing the introduction of 
American literature. Consul Kaiser, at Mazat- 
land, reports that there is a good demand for 
American publications printed in English. 


PREMATURE ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

A common complaint made by the book- 
trade against publishers is premature reviews 
and advertisements of fiction. Customers are 
led to ask for the book, and when they are 
told that it is not ready, insist that it must 
be because they have seen it reviewed and 
advertised, and the dealer is blamed for not 
having it in stock. It often happens, how¬ 
ever, that the publisher is not to blame for 
such premature publicity, and a case in point 
is an experience A. C. McClurg & Co. have 
just had with their big Chicago story, “Gan- 
ton & Co.,” which they are to publish Septem¬ 
ber 26. On Saturday and Sunday, August 29 
and 30, every paper in Chicago had in its news 
columns sensational “write-ups” of this book, 
the Chicago Tribune having three full col¬ 
umns, obviously based on an examination of 
an actual copy of the book, and a portrait of 
the author; and yet the publishers had them¬ 
selves given out no information. 

This instance shows how such things may 
leak in spite of every precaution on the pub¬ 
lisher’s part to protect the interests of the 
trade, and it is not always right to blame the 
publisher when such things occur. The result 
of this publicity on “Ganton & Co.” has been 
an avalanche of inquiries for the book at the 
Chicago book stores and a good many tele¬ 
phone inquiries at the office of the publishers. 


CONVENTION OF NEWSDEALERS. 

The twenty-sixth annual convention of the 
National Association of Newsdealers, Book¬ 
sellers and Stationers was held in Philadel¬ 
phia, August 18-21. Samuel Stratton, of 
Paterson, N. J., president of the association, 
presided. 

Addresses were made by circulation man¬ 
agers of several large publications, who dis¬ 
cussed the growth of business and the rela¬ 
tions existing between publishers and dis¬ 
tributors. About 300 delegates were in at¬ 
tendance. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

A BOOKSELLING PLAN. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir: In view of the unfortunate condition 
of the retail booktrade, with nearly all the 
fast-selling books retailing for a profitless 
price, I desire to place before the publishing 
and retail trade a plan which seems to me to 
possess many advantages for both branches 
of a business which is in a bad way at the 
distributing end. 

While this plan may not be practical as it 
stands,. when viewed by all extremes of the 
trade, it may possess the elements of a scheme 
of salvation for the retail bookseller which 
could be worked out with certain modifica¬ 
tions. At all events, I submit the idea for 
what it may be worth. My own point of view 
in the matter is a duplex one, being con¬ 
nected both with the retail and the publishing 
ends of the business. 

The first step would be the formation of an 
American Publishers’ and Retailers’ Associa- 
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tion, with the expense of joining made nom¬ 
inal for the retailer, in order to secure his 
presence without more difficulty than neces¬ 
sary. 

Nothing in the way of work would be un¬ 
dertaken by the organization until the list of 
retailers was large and comprehensive. If it 
should prove impossible to interest them the 
plan would fail in the first instance. 

With 'the organization sufficiently strong, 
and composed of as many publishers as could 
be induced to enter, and a thoroughly repre¬ 
sentative lot of booksellers, the plan would 
fie for each publisher to take a chance on a 
strong leader in his line and issue it at a 
fixed rate, allowing it to be bought only by 
members of the organization and sold only 
by members and at the price established by 
the publisher. 

In small towns there would be but one re¬ 
tailer, a member of the association; in. large 
towns and cities, one retailer in a section of 
the city. The cut-price store could not get 
these protected books in any way without 
paying the long price. The books would all 
be profit-makers for the dealers, who would 
•on that account push them well. 

With organization completed the country 
would be so well covered that it would be 
more possible than it is now to get these 
books in any town. There would be every¬ 
where live representatives of the association. 
The great majority of towns can be covered 
with one bookstore, since in the average place 
the people shop all over the town, going from 
one store to another for what is not found 
at first. Everywhere there would be an as¬ 
sociation store within shopping distance, and 
those stores would be the best stores in the 
line. 

Every member would have an incentive to 
push the price-protected books, and would do 
local retail advertising as they cannot at 
present afford to do except in the case of a 
few “best sellers’ , which are used only as bait. 

The restriction on the prices of books 
might be made limited as to time, and the 
books sold openly thereafter if desired, though 
it is of course not to be expected that the 
non-member stores would do very much for a 
book they had not been able to get previously. 
Still, a man is in business to sell what he has 
a demand for, and if a book-price were main¬ 
tained until the first rush was over, it would 
probably stay up permanently. 

The outside booksellers might at first be a 
little antagonistic toward the association plan, 
but the scheme would have a tendency to help 
boost prices everywhere, and the publishers 
would have practically perfect distribution 
with the dealers working hard for them 
where they are now only passively interested 
at the most. Even such few dealers as might 
not have had a chance to join and consequent¬ 
ly became inimical would soon forget that if 
the movement benefited the whole trade. It 
isn’t human to harbor an impersonal grudge 
for long. 

In connection with the possibility of a 
dealer getting stock with an unsalable pro¬ 
tected book a bureau of exchange might be 
•established, and this would enable the dealer 


with a book which he could not sell to trade 
with another member in another part of the 
country where some other book was un¬ 
salable, the books unsalable in one locality 
usually having some sale somewhere. A cen¬ 
tral office, too, would get out a monthly or 
weekly bulletin of information for members 
and could, if desired, plan retailers’ advertis¬ 
ing for them and help in many ways the dis¬ 
tributing end. 

While this plan suggests at first the use 
of popular and fast-selling books, this is more 
with a view to getting good results from the 
first trials in order to encourage the mem¬ 
bers. The idea would be to develop the plan 
through all lines of books as fast as seemed 
feasible, each publisher using his own judg¬ 
ment as to what and how many books he 
should issue under the association plan. It 
is entirely within the bounds of possibility 
that the scheme would work out to such ad¬ 
vantage to the publishers that they would 
find their distribution greater through this 
slightly limited channel than it is under the 
present plan. 

The success of the plan would to a great 
extent depend upon how whole-hearted the 
publishers might be in going into it. If they 
all should hold back, or at the most use only 
indifferent books in that way, the affair would 
be stamped a failure at the outset, for every 
dealer would find the protected books slow 
sellers. The reverse would mean success and 
a new lease of life for the retail book stores, 
which would rise to sufficient business im¬ 
portance to rank as profitable mercantile en¬ 
terprises. 

It might be necessary to make two branches 
to such an organization in order that the pub¬ 
lishers should bear the expense and the re¬ 
tailers reap the benefit, because it is a fore¬ 
gone conclusion that the retailers would not 
spend much money to get into line. They 
would be willing to go in at first if the cost 
was nominal and the enterprise backed up by 
representative men. Otherwise not. 

As an instance of a line of goods worked 
out in a way somewhat resembling this plan, 
I would mention the Rexall remedies put out 
by the United Drug Co., of Boston, Mass., 
every druggist handling the goods being a 
stockholder of the company. The plan with 
them is highly successful. In the drug trade 
the exclusive agency and protected price have 
proved to be the salvation of the smaller 
dealers, and something of that sort is the 
only hope for the small individual stores in 
all lines. Yours very truly,

THE HEW BRITISH PATENT LAW. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir: The letter in your issue of September 
5 from Mr. Henry Carey Baird on the subject 
of the new British Patents Law cannot pass 
unchallenged by any one who understands its 
real significance. 

1. The new British Patents Law is the work 
of a government whose whole existence is 
staked upon maintaining inviolate the free 
trade policy of Sir Robert Peel. 

2. The parellel which Mr. Baird believes he 
sees between the recent U. S. Copyright Acts 
and the new British Patents Law does not, 
with all due deference to Mr. Baird, exist. 

Mr. Baird’s argument, and resultant moral, 
ignore the basic fact that, being a free trade 
nation, Britain does not, generally speaking, 
tax foreign imports—patented or otherwise. 
Were she to do so,' the new Patents Law 
would stand on all fours with the U. S. 
Copyright Laws; for then she would be 
saying, in effect: Not only will we derive 
customs revenue from all imports of foreign 
patented products, but if you foreigners are 
to preserve your patent rights in our country 
you must manufacture them here, too. This 
is what the U. S. Copyright acts perform. 

What Britain does say to the foreigner 
through her new Patents Law is: We allow 
your imports to come in untaxed, but we will 
no longer permit ourselves in addition to be 
deprived wholesale of the right to pursue 
certain industries, even to supply home de¬ 
mands. Since you pay no taxes on your im¬ 
ported products you must either, in the in¬ 
terests of the consumer, sell your patent 
rights to British operators, and enable them 
to develop the industry here, or you must 
develop it here yourselves. 

This involves no betrayal of British free 
trade principles; it is not, as the U. S. Copy¬ 
right laws are, legislation in the interests of 
a few manufacturers without reference to the 
interests of the far greater number of tax¬ 
payers, viz., the consumers.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Frederic Norgate, of the firm of Williams 
& Norgate, the well-known London publishers 
and importers, died on August 15, aged ninety. 
Mr. Norgate, in 1843, with Mr. Williams, 
inaugurated the firm with which he was ac¬ 
tively associated until some time in the “six¬ 
ties,” since which period he devoted himself 
to literary pursuits. 

Dr. Friedrich Paulsen, professor of phil¬ 
osophy in the University of Berlin, died in 
that city on August 14 of cancer. He was 
born in 1846. He was a widely-known philos¬ 
opher of the Neo-Kantian school. Among 
the well-known books setting forth his 
philosophy were “Emleitung in die Philoso¬ 
phic” and “System der Ethik;” and studies 
of Schopenhauer, Hamlet and Mephistopheles. 
He also wrote many works on pedagogics. 

E. Dwight Church, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
the head of the Church & Dwight Company, 


manufacturers of soda, who died on August 
30, at his country home in Westfield, Conn., 
was for many years and up to the time of his 
death at the ripe age of seventy-three an 
ardent collector of books. Realizing the ne¬ 
cessity of confining his collection to certain 
specialties, if completeness was to be at¬ 
tained, Mr. Church limited his purchases to 
Americana and the works of the great 
writers of the Elizabethan and seventeenth 
century periods. He was possessed of a cor¬ 
rect taste in judging of a book and the true 
“collecting faculty” difficult to describe in 
words but indispensable to one who sets out 
to gather a monumental library. Wealthy, 
liberal and with keen judgment, Mr. Church 
succeeded in bringing together what is un¬ 
doubtedly the finest collection of Americana 
in the world—whether in private or public 
hands. Beginning with the letter of Chris¬ 
topher Columbus announcing the discovery 
of the New World, and from that to the 
period of the Revolution, his library contains 
practically all the rare volumes dealing with 
the discoveries, voyages and development of 
the continent of North America. When the 
splendid collection of Americana formed by 
Marshall C. Lefferts was dispersed Mr. 
Church saw a golden opportunity to both im¬ 
prove and increase his collection. Among his 
acquisitions at that time was the finest copy 
known of the first edition of Eliot’s Indian 
Bible, and, in addition, nearly all of the other 
choicer items in the collection. Mr. Church 
never had an opportunity to secure a perfect 
copy of the Bay Psalm Book, but obtained 
one with a few leaves in facsimile. While 
not a collector of manuscripts, his library 
contains the original of Franklin’s autobiog¬ 
raphy. This was secured from the library of 
John Bigelow. While the section of the li¬ 
brary devoted to English literature is much 
smaller than'the Americana, it contains some 
books the chance of getting which occurs but 
once in a lifetime. There is no doubt that 
had Mr. Church lived he would have endeav¬ 
ored to round out his English literature until 
it rivalled his American collection in com¬ 
pleteness. Of the four folio Shakespeares 
the. library contains every known variety, 
which means in all some fifteen examples. 
There are many quarto editions of the sep¬ 
arate plays of Shakespeare, besides rare edi¬ 
tions of the poems. Among the latter is an 
early issue of the sonnets, of which but two 
perfect copies are known. Among other su¬ 
perlatively rare books is a perfect copy of the 
first edition of Sidney’s “Arcadia,” said to be 
the only perfect copy known. Personally Mr. 
Church was a charming man. While of mod¬ 
est and retiring habits, he was a keen student 
of his books, and at all times delighted to talk 
about them to those people who could appre¬ 
ciate their importance and beauty. Three 
collectors only of recent times, whose names 
occur to the writer, equalled Mr. Church in 
their correct judgment as to the condition 
and desirability of a rare book. These were 
C. C. Kalbfleisch, Almon W. Griswold, (both 
deceased,) and Marshall C. Lefferts. From 
these collections Mr. Church secured the best 
things. There is a natural curiosity existing 
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among collectors as to the disposition of the 
books. The dispersal of so choice a collec¬ 
tion would be a calamity, and we earnestly 
hope it will be preserved intact to remain for 
all time a noble monument to one who will 
be ever remembered as a conspicuous figure 
among the great collectors of the world. The 
first part of the catalogue of the library of 
Mr. Church, in five volumes, dealing with the 
Americana, prepared by George Watson Cole, 
which was brought out six months ago by 
Dodd, Mead & Co., has been described as no 
mere list of books, but a working guide to 
Americana. The second part, dealing with 
the English literature, is well under way, and 
will probably leave the press before the end 
of the year. Of this catalogue 150 copies are 
printed, of which 130 copies are for sale.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Government Printing Office has 
published a “Select List of References on 
Corrupt Practices in Elections,” compiled un¬ 
der the direction of A. P. C. Griffin, the new 
Chief Assistant Librarian of Congress. 

Karslake & Co., London, N. W., have just 
brought out the third part of v. 5 of their 
“Book Auction Records,” a priced and an¬ 
notated record of London book auctions from 
April 1 to June 30, 1908, containing 5243 
records. 

The Associazione Tipografico-Libraria Ital- 
iana of Milan is publishing through Ulrico 
Hoepli an exhaustive “Indice per Materie” 
to the “Catalogo generale della Libreria 
Italiana dalF Anno 1847 a tutto il 1899,” 
compiled by Professor Pagliaini, of Genoa, 
which was brought out in 1905. This sub¬ 
ject index is to appear in monthly parts, 
each consisting of 64 treble-column pages, and 
will probably extend to two volumes. Its 
exhaustive character may be gathered from 
the fact that the first two parts carry the 
alphabet no further than “Archeologia.” 

The Bibliographical Society of London 
has published “A Dictionary of the Book¬ 
sellers and Printers who were at work in 
England, Scotland and Ireland from 1641 to 
1667,” by Henry R. Plomer. The period cov¬ 
ered—from the outbreak of the Civil War to 
the reimposition of a strict censorship—is one 
crowded with ephemeral publications in ad¬ 
dition to the normal output of serious and 
bulky volumes, and Mr. Plomer’s researches 
to trace the printers’ names is a distinct ser¬ 
vice to those interested in the history of Eng¬ 
lish literature and the period of English pol¬ 
itics covered by his publication. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish early in No¬ 
vember the volume of “American Book- 
Prices Current for 1908,” including a record 
of books, manuscripts and autographs sold at 
auction in New York, Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia, from September 1, 1907, to September 
1, 1908, with the prices realized, compiled 
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from authentic records by Luther S. Living¬ 
ston. The publishers wish to limit the edi¬ 
tion of the new volume to approximately the 
number called for, and will therefore print 
not more than 100 copies in excess of the 
number actually subscribed for by November 
I, 1908. The book will be printed from type 
and no second edition will be issued. 

The Emperor of Japan has conferred upon 
F. von Wenckstern the Order of the Rising 
Sun, fourth class, for his “Bibliography of 
the Japanese Empire.” The second volume 
of this work, issued by Bernard 'Quaritch six 
months ago, is not, as has been supposed, a 
new and enlarged edition of the volume, pub¬ 
lished in 1895, but embraces only the litera¬ 
ture in European languages issued from 1894 
to 1906, with corrections and additions to the 
first volume. It also contains a supplement 
to Leon Page’s “Bibliographic Japonaise,” 
and a list of the Swedish literature on Japan, 
by Miss Valfrid Palmgren, first assistant li¬ 
brarian of the Royal Library in Stockholm, 
covering the subject from the Middle Ages 
to the present day.

Newton & Cartwright, 156 Fifth Avenue, 
will issue immediately a dainty line of classics 
for the holiday trade, and will control a small 
but important line of stationery. 

The Cochrane Publishing Co., New York 
City, will publish about November “The 
Chronicles of Manuel Alarus,” by L. Ernest 
Wyneken, a large book of San Francisco 
reminiscences; also, “The Devil’s Notebook,” 
by Oliver Bainbridge, dealing with immorality 
in Christian lands, and illustrated with 20 car¬ 
toons by Vet Anderson, of the New York 
World. 

The removal of the London offices of W. 
& R. Chambers, Ltd., from 47 Paternoster 
Row, where the London business of this well- 
known publishing firm has been carried on 
since 1855, to Soho Square, is to the London 
Bookseller another example of the increasing 
tendency during recent years of the publish¬ 
ing trade to leave the city proper and to move 
westwards. 

Reid Publishing Co., Boston, issue to-day

young. Later in the season this house will 
publish “Out of the Depths,” by George A. 
Parker, a short novel dealing with Christian 
Science; “Satisfied at Last,” by Martin Sin¬ 
dell, also dealing with Christian Science; and 
a translation of a story of Marus Jokai en¬ 
titled “A Gypsy’s Heant, or, After Ten 
Years.” 

The Centre Publishing Co., 30 Church 
Street, New York City, will shortly publish 
“Psycho-therapy: a Course of Reading in 
Sound Medicine, Sound Psychology and 
Sound Religion,” edited by W. B. Parker, 
lecturer in English at Columbia University, 
1905-1908, and including among the contrib¬ 
utors eminent scholars and authorities in the 
fields of psychology, medicine and religion, 
such as Professor Royce, of Harvard; Dr. 
Worcester, of Emmanuel Church; Professors 
Jastrow, of the University of Wisconsin; 
Angell, of Chicago University; James J. Put¬ 
nam, of the Harvard Medical School, and Dr. 
Frederick Peterson, of New York City. 

According to the copyright law, it is im¬ 
possible to protect the title of a book. The 
contents are protected, but the name is not. 
A particularly flagrant and familiar case is 
“The Man of the Hour.” This admirable 
title had been given commercial value by the 
success of Octave Thanet’s popular novel. It 
was calmly appropriated and tacked on to a 
political comedy that was in no sense a dram¬ 
atization of the book. And now comes the 
announcement that a play entitled “The Best 
Man” is being produced in Boston. Harold 
MacGrath might feel, with some justification, 
that his well-known story had secured to him 
a proprietary interest in that title, but the 
courts would not recognize it. 

Owing to the social prominence of the 
author of “A Little Brother of the Rich” the 
newspapers have served the public with many 
sensational stories, causing some to think that 
Mr. Patterson had classified himself as a 
writer of unwholesome literature. It was 
even published that, finding his wording too 
blunt, the author had censored his book after 
the first edition was printed. This turns out 
to be untrue. Now that the first-page writers 
have.given the.book every sensational twist, 
seemingly possible, the real sober criticism 
has been taken up by the reviewers who, 
while admitting that Mr. Patterson has been 
both blunt and outspoken, insist that he has 
done his work with all delicacy considering 
the bigness of his theme—a story of the idle 
rich, the lives they lead and the example they 
set for the public in general. The author is 
given full credit for having entre to the social 
circles of which he has written, and conse¬ 
quently what he has to say is given careful 
consideration by the critics. 

The stupendous task of preparing a com¬ 
plete photographic atlas of the heavens, which 
J. Franklin-Adams of Lloyds has set himself, 
is expected to be completed in October. In¬ 


cidentally it will include the indexing of 
23,000,000 stars. Mr. Adams’s method, ac¬ 
cording to the London correspondent of the 
New York Sun , has been to divide the firm¬ 
ament into 212 squares, which have been 
photographed on specially prepared plates 
fifteen inches square. The southern constel¬ 
lations he photographed in South Africa, the 
rest have been taken at his observatory near 
Godaiming. This observatory is considered' 
one of the best equipped in private owner¬ 
ship. The total of 23,000,000 stars is ex¬ 
plained to be an average, although compara¬ 
tive accuracy can be obtained by an ingenious 
microscopical device which has been invented' 
by Mr. Adams for the purpose. The solar 
atlas when completed will be published, to¬ 
gether with as complete an index as possible,, 
at cost price, which it is expected will be 
about £25 a copy.” 

Little, Brown & Co. begin their fall pub¬ 
lishing season to-day—the 12th inst.—by is¬ 
suing a new illustrated edition of Louisa M. 
Alcott’s Spinning Wheel Series , which in¬ 
cludes the four volumes entitled “Spinning 
Wheel Stories,” “Silver Pitchers,” “Proverb 
StGries” and “A Garland for Girls.” These 
are uniform with the illustrated edition of the 
Little Women Series , and make a most attrac¬ 
tive gift for the holidays. They are also just 
bringing out a new library edition of Mrs. 
Ewing’s, works in eleven volumes; and new 
issues, in new dress, of A. C. Plympton’s 
“Dear Daughter Dorothy” and “Dorothy and 
Anton.” For the older readers they have 
made ready new editions of the “Rubaiyat,” - 
with the Whinfield-Fitzgerald metrical trans¬ 
lations, Justin Huntly McCarthy’s prose ver¬ 
sion and. notes, by Jessie G. Rittenhouse; a 
cheap edition of Fisher Ames’s “The Game of 
Bridge;” and new editions of Olive Schrein¬ 
er’s deathless “Story of an African Farm” 
and her “Dreams,” in which is included a 
portrait of the author. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. publish to-day “The- 
Man from Brodneys,” in which the author, 
George Barr McCutcheon, has resumed the 
settings and general character of “Graustark,” - 
one of his most popular books—having cre¬ 
ated a splendid princess and a dashing Amer¬ 
ican hero, and brought them with all the other 
necessary characters into a far-off island of 
Japat—a fine combination for a “Graustark’* 
kind of romance. They have also just ready 
Albert Payson Terhune’s articles on “The 
World’s Great Events,” which, under fifty 
headings, narrate one of the decisive events 
in the. world’s history, whether it be a battle,, 
a political movement or the life of a great 
man; “Polly of the Circus,” a novelization 
of a play which nightly fills the house to- 
its doors; “And So They Were Married,” a 
new novel by Florence Morse Kingsley; 
“Vronina,” a novel of Welsh life, by Owen 
Rhoscomyl; also, two books for young people 
—“Patty’s Friends,” a new book for girls by 
Miss Carolyn Wells, and “The Mighty 
Hunter,” by Miss Elizabeth M. Gordon, which 
depicts by picture and verse the adventures of 
a doll hunter and his companions. 
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The Oxford University Press will publish 
shortly a work by Elkan Nathan Adler en¬ 
titled “Auto de Fe and Jew,” in which the 
author has sketched the effect of the Inqui¬ 
sition in Spain and Portugal, particularly in 
regard to the Crypto-Jews who came within 
its purview. His lists—chronologically ar¬ 
ranged—comprise nearly 2000 burnings which 
took place in Spain and Portugal and their 
American and Indian colonies from the es¬ 
tablishment of the Holy Office until its final 
abolition, early in the nineteenth century. 
They also announce “An Alabama Student, 
and Other Biographical Essays,” by Dr. 
Osier, Regius Professor of Medicine at 
Oxford, a volume of occasional addresses, 
dealing chiefly with the life of physicians 
in the United States, where Professor 
Osier thinks the Plippoc.ratic ideals have 
been more fully realized than elsewhere. 
A great work undertaken by this house in 
partnership with the Early English Text So¬ 
ciety is a dictionary which will appear shortly, 
entitled “Promptorium Parvulorum,” the 
first English-Latin Dictionary, 1440 a.d., ed¬ 
ited from manuscripts in the Chapter Library 
at Winchester, with notes, introduction and 
glossaries by A. L. Mayhew. 

The John Lane Company bring out this 
week in their edition of the works of Anatole 
France his “Garden of Epicurus;” “The High 
Adventure,” a novel by Hugh de Selincourt; 
“Valladolid, Oviedo, Segovia, Zamora, Avila 
and Zaragoza,” an historical and descriptive 
account of six cities of Spain little known to 
English-speaking travellers, by Albert F. Cal¬ 
vert, with 413 illustrations; “Pleasure and 
Problem in South Africa,” by Cecil Harms- 
worth, a narrative of trips through South 
Africa, from September, 1907, until the end 
of the first week in this year, describing the 
never-failing attractions from the tourist’s 
point of view of an exceptionally interesting 
group of British dependencies, with 24 illus¬ 
trations reproduced from photographs; “King 
Alfred’s Jewel,” a drama by the author of 
“Mors et Victoria,” one of the interesting 
features of which is a frontispiece, in colors, 
reproducing exactly the jewel belonging to 
the early English king which is still pre¬ 
served at: Oxford; “The Small Holding,” by 
F. E. Green, author of “How I Work My 
Small Farm,” a new volume in The Country 
Handbooks series; also, “Holly, Yew and 
Box,” an important garden book, describing 
the propagation and general cultivation of 
holly with suggestions for its use as town 
trees and hedge plants, with 175 illustrations 
from carefully prepared photographs. 

The Riverside Press are printing for 
Charles Gibson a volume of sonnets entitled 
“The Wounded Eros,” the manuscript of 
which has just been completed. The book is 
to be issued in a limited edition by the au¬ 
thor, signed and numbered, and bound uni¬ 
form with his first volume, “The Spirit of 
Love, and Other Poems,” published in 1906, 
which received favorable criticism from such 
writers as the late Thomas Bailey Aldrich, 
Alfred Austin, Barrett Wendell and Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson. In writing of these 


poems the poet laureate said: “I recognize in 
them broad culture and wide sympathies.” 
Interest will be attached to the volume 
through the critical introduction written by 
William Stanley Braithwaite, the author of 
“The Book of Elizabethan Verse,” an admir¬ 
able collection similar in scope and character 
to “The Oxford Book of Verse.” Mr. 
Braithwaite is a poet, as well as a discrim¬ 
inating critic, and has previously written some 
admirable introductions to volumes of poetry. 
His discussion of this latest sonnet sequence 
is sure to command interest among those 
familiar with his work. In his first volume 
Mr. Gibson published several sonnets, both 
in the Shakespearean and the varying Italian 
forms. The present series adheres strictly to- 
the prescribed forms of the Italian sonnet, the 
variations allowed in the sextette being the 
only ones which the writer has indulged in. 
The book is to be issued about October 1. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish short¬ 
ly a work in two volumes, (sold separately,) 
on “Moral Instruction and Training in 
Schools.” The book is the outcome of an in¬ 
ternational inquiry conducted by a committee 
which was appointed at a large meeting held 
in London on February 5, 1907, under the 
chairmanship of the Rt. Hon. James Bryce. 
The first volume deals with methods of moral 
instruction and training in elementary and 
secondary schools for boys and girls, includ¬ 
ing some of the great public schools, in Sun¬ 
day schools, in adult schools and in training 
colleges in the United Kingdom; the second, 
with the methods of moral instruction and 
training adopted in schools in France, Den¬ 
mark, Norway, Germany, Switzerland, the 
United States, Canada, New South Wales, 
New Zealand and Japan. Among the con¬ 
tributors are the Headmaster of Eton, Pro¬ 
fessor Eucken of Jena, President Stanley 
Hall, Professor William James, Dr. Felix 
Adler, the Bishop of Birmingham, Alfred 
Fouillee, Dr. Paton, Harrold Johnson, Father 
Maher, S.J., Professors Muirhead, Adams 
and Findlay, Arnold Rowntree, Dr. F. H.

dain, F. J. Gould, Gustav Spiller,. Percival 
Chubb, Principal Baldwin of Plyannis, Mass.; 
Baron Kikuchi, Stephen Gwynn, M.P., and 
J. H. Yoxall, M.P. The volumes have been 
edited by Professor M. E. Sadler, who con¬ 
tributes an introduction. 

The Macmillan Company have just ready 
Professor Archibald Cary Coolidge’s impor¬ 
tant work on ’’The United States as a World- 
Power,” based on the lectures which he re¬ 
cently delivered at the Sorbonne in Paris, and 
which attracted wide attention in Europe. It 
is a critical study of the international position 
of the United States to-day. He discusses in 
detail, and with many comparisons, the situa¬ 
tion arising from the formation and growth 
of the United States, the composition of its 
white population, the colored elements, the 
Monroe doctrine, the Spanish war and the
